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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's preliminary amendment received March 2, 2004 is acknowledged. 
Claims 1-47 have been cancelled. 

Claims 48-65 have been added and are pending in the instant application. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention. The species are the identity of the allergen that initiates anaphylactic 
hypersensitivity. Applicant is required to select an allergen from the following list: 

A) pollen, 

B) food, 

C) dust mites, 

D) animal dander, 

E) fungal spores, or 

F) insect venom. 

These allergen species are distinct because they differ in structure. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 48-55 and 62-65 are generic. 
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3. This application also contains claims directed to additional patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention. The species are the identity of the IgE-mediated 
disorder. Applicant is required to select a disorder from the following list: 

A) asthma, 

B) allergic rhinitis, 

C) eczema, 

D) urticaria, or 

E) food allergies. 

These IgE-mediated disorders are distinct species because these disorders differ in 
their etiology, clinical diagnosis, course of treatment, and therapeutic outcomes. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 48-61 are generic. 

4. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims
